The President sent Saturday to the Senate 


the nomination of ex-Gov, Foster of Ohio as 
Secretary of the Treasury, to fill the vacancy 
created by thedeath of Mr. Windom. There 
has been an impression for some days that 
President Harrison would make this selection, 
and the fact that there have been no protests 


against it is evidence that his choice is awise 


one. : . 
It was dictated partly, of course, by those 
geographical eonsiderations-which have come 
to have so much to do with the making ‘of a 
Cabinet. Itwould have caused complaints 
had the President gone to Indiana or any 
other State already represented -in the Cab- 
inet to fillthe Treasury vacancy. Therefore, 
his field of choice ‘was somewhat circym- 
scribed, Of the great States of the Union, 
two, Illinois and Qhio, were without a Cab- 
inet officer. Had’ the President come to this 
State he could have selectea Mr.Cannon, a man 
well fitted for the post. But it is reported, 
possibly with truth, that he is notanxious to 
fill any position with a Congressman who lost 
his seat in defending the McKinley blunder at 
the last election, lest he should be called on to 
provide for them all and todefend their bad 
error of judgment. This cannot apply to ex- 
Gov. Foster, however, for he wnotin the 
present House, and though as a candidate last 


November he ran in one of the gerrymandered . 


districts, with no reasonable prospect of ‘suc- 
cess, he did cut down the great Democratic 
majority to a very small fraction and was al- 
most elected. 

The President having determined to take the 
Secretary of the 'T'reasury from Ohio, he could 
hardly have found a better equipped man than 
Mr. Foster for the position. He has been asuc- 
cessful merchant and ‘an excellent Governor. 
When in Congrese*he was a valuable and in- 
fluential member. He liashad that business 
traming which isso very useful to a man 
placed at the head of the finances of the Gov- 
ernment, and he has had that political experi- 
ence which comies from a period in Congress 
and from administering the affairs of a great 
Commonwealth. ..Best of all, he is a sound 
man on ‘the ‘currency. He is tainted 
with no ‘wild notions about “fiat” or 
stumptail silver. Heis for honest money. Heis 
notin favor of driving either. gold or silver 
out of circulation, or of reducing the country 
to @ mere silver basis. He wili follow in the 
footsteps of Secretary Windom and will make 
the last words uttered by the latter his con- 
stant guide. 

President Harrison has done well. Con- 
fronted with the death of an important Cabi- 
net officer in the middle of his term, an event 
which worries a President greatly, he has 
acted with great deliberation and wisdom, and 
Anis choice will be: ratified not merely by the 
Senate but by the people. 


WHAT THEY WANT WITH FREE SILVER. 

“Sockless Jerry ’ Simpson has placed him- 
self on record as demanding fer the people of 
his State unlimited silver coinage and also the 
‘issuance of paper or other methods whereby 
more “ money” could be put in circulation. 
He said: 

The péople demanded a great deal more money, 
and it was the duty of the Government to furnish 
it. ‘He did not care if freecoinage did cause sil- 
ver to come to the United States; he wished it 
-would come, ‘and it could not come too soon. 

This Kansas “statesman,” .who has de- 
veloped into knowledge and notoriety as sud- 
denly as did Minerva when she sprang fully 
armed from the brain of Jove, omits the most 
important part of the statement, which is how 
the Government could furnish the morey to 
the people, Is it to be distributed to ‘them 
pro-rata for nothmyg or. paid out to 
them in ‘exchange ‘for something ‘they 
have to sell or put in pawn? If the 
‘former, nobody would ‘be ‘any the better off. 
If the latter, there ‘is no occasion for flooding 
the country either with aire silver 
coins or fiat paper. There ig not a farmer m 
‘Kansas or ‘any other part of the Union who’ 
cannot get in mioney the full commercial 
value of anything.and everything he may have 
‘toeell, ‘Whether it be grain or live stock or 
dairy produce ne can always get at the near- 
est railroad station the price in par dollars 
which his property would bring in Chicago or 
New York mimius the costs of tratisportation 
and a moderate profit to the merchant class 
for handling it.’ There is plenty of money in 
the country now to perform all the functions 
required of money in buying and selling, and 
‘@lso in borrowing where the lender has rea- 
sonable security for the return of his capital 
with fair interest for its use. 

As the farmers in whose interest the sock- 
less stateman assumes to talkcen getin ex- 
produce is worth in open market and cannot 
getany money when they have nothing to 
give in exchange for it, the issue of cheap

| nearly equal “amounts’as practicable, on the 


American ‘valuation of one ‘to 15, more 
than 2,000,000 ounces of silver were supplied, 
but not one of gold. For the same reason 
what little gold had been held here fied to for- 
eign countries, and early in 1822 not a single 
American gold coin was in ‘cireulation in‘ the 
United States. though * $6,000,000 had been 
coined at the mint, Titis condition of things 
continued till 1834; when the ratio was widened 
to 15}¢ by an act of Congress reducmg the 
value of the gold coin by enacting that 258 
grains of standard gold should be the weight 


of ‘the $10 eagle, and 232. grains thereof be 


pure gold. Three years later the fineness was 
changed to 90 per cent: ‘with no alteration in 
the total weight. It.soon became apparent 
that this relative valuation of: gold was too 
‘high, and the result was that the 
silver coinage completely disappeared from 
circulation, ‘the change being facilitated by 
the ‘cheapening of gold due to the diseov- 
eries in California and Australia. Then the 
weight of the subsidiary silver cuins was re- 
duced enough to insure their retention in the 
circulation. In 1862 both gold “and silver 
ceased to circulate, because their place was 
taken by a depreciating paper currency, and 
their use was not restored until the beginning 
of 1879, since which time ‘the ratio has been 
sixteen to one; witha mandatory coinage of 
2,000,000 ‘ounces of silver per month under the 
act of Feb, 28, 1878,-until the amount was in- 
creased last August to 4,500,000 ounces per 
month. 

The United States has twiee in its history 
experienced the driving out of the relatively 
dear metal by the cheaper one. The same 
thing has been prevented this time by the fact 
that the Government redeems its greenbacks 
in gold arid that the profit on making cheap 
silver ‘dollars «goes to the Treasury, andthe 
extent of such coimage is limited to ap 
amount no greater than ean be carried by the 
gold still in our -possession. But ‘a look at 
the balances shows that for several months 
past there has been a partial retirement. of 
gold from currency uses, and it cannot be 
doubted this:-would ‘become complete in case 
the unlimited ‘coindge: of silver ‘at a com- 
mercially false ratio should be determinea 
on, And the disappearance of the gold wouid 
mean that the purchasing power of the ‘silver 
dollar would at once decline to the London 
bullion value of silver, and every wage-worker 
who had money im éavings banks, building as- 
sociations, or life insurance ‘would be cheat- 
ed 25 cents on every dollar due ‘him. 
Hence a regard for the convenience of the 
people as a whole, notless than the rights of 
millions of wage earning creditors to receive 
payment in money Of par value with that lent, 
ought to restrain public men from the foolish 
step of adopting a three-quarter dollar and 
calling it a whole one. .All these considera- 
tions demand that if we are going into the 
free-coinage business our silver dollars shall 
be worth as much in the markets of the world 
as anequal number of gold dollars, and that 
the change shall be made by increasing the 
quantity of silver in a:dollar, since that metal, 
which is now being produced far more cheaply 
than it was a few years ago, is losing corre- 
sponding purchasing power. If we want to 
observe the terms and requirements of the Con- 
stitution we must makea silver dollar weighing 
at least twenty times as much.as the gold dol- 
lar, and then w® shall have something like an 
honest coinage, with no occasion to fear that 
either one of the metals will drive the other out 
of circulation if the coinage-of both were 
made unlimited. We can then with some 
show of honesty and prospect of success make 
overtures to Germany,Engiand, -France, and 
other countries for an international agroe- 
ment which shall restore silver to a circula- 
tion side by side with gold in all those coun- 
tries as well as curown. Thatstep would inure 
vastly more to the advantage of the “silver 
kings” than they ean hope to gain by inducing 
the United States to run financially amuck 
in their interests against all the world, and it 
would help the people «at large to an ‘abun- 
dance of good’ money ‘instead of ‘a .stamptail 
issue of silver, of which they would soon be
